Gary  Cooper  and  Ingrid  Bergman,  will  be  shown  in  Mac  144  at  8  p.m.  on  October  18. 
Made  in  1943,  it  tells  of  a  man  who  learns  of  love,  humanity  and  heroism  amid 
the  battles  of  the  Spanish  Civil  War.     Tickets  -  40c  for  members  -  will  be  availabl 
in  the  General  Office  during  the  week  of  October  12  -  16  and  at  the  door.  There 
will  be  no_  further  mail  notice  of  this  event. 

Series  tickets  for  the  entire  series  will  be  available  after  October  12. 
Advantages  include  a  savings  on  single-ticket  prices,  special  discounts  on  a 
special  feature  under  negotiation  for  December,  and  possibly  a  special  showing 
of  three  short  films  on  the  nature  of  movies  and  movie-making.
